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n Mill 21 is a sculpture program which has developed within 
the Vermont Marble Company. It is based on the belief 
that sculpture is playing an increasingly valuable role in our 
environment. We believe that sculpture can enrich our 
places of thought and work, can accent travel spaces and 
decorate our places of play. 
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□ Through the Mill 21 project the Vermont Marble Company 
hopes to establish within an industrial facility a climate 
conducive to the creation of sculpture. Believing that the 
sculpture of a time should have available the best technology 
of that time, we feel that limitations of scale and fabrication 
should be based on concept and should not be the product 
of practical default.

□ By coupling industrial techniques and experience with 
the concepts of the best contemporary sculptors, ideas can 
be explored and works produced which could not happen in 

the conventional studio situation. 















□ We feel that imaginatively used stone is uniquely suited 
to contemporary sculptural ideas. By making available 
industrial handling and fabrication methods, factors of time 
and weight are negated. This will enable artists to 
explore and exploit the elements of mass, compressiveness 
and the rich variety of surface treatment found only in 
stone. We believe that this exploration will lead to 
new methods, new uses and new forms. 
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□ Mill 21 seeks situations requiring sculpture. 
We invite architects, institutions or individuals 
to bring sculptural problems to us. We will undertake 
to find the best sculptor and the optimal solution 
for each problem. If necessary, we will visit the site, 
discuss the problem with the architect and client, 
and propose sculptors and solutions. If preferred, we will 
arrange to work with a sculptor of the client’s choice. 


□ In addition to accepting commissions for the solution of 
specific problems Mill 21 will also provide facilities for 
sculptors having independent commissions. We will arrange 
a work space and access to tools and equipment if he 
wishes to do his own work. We can arrange for preliminary 
roughing out or will render a sculpture complete from 
models or drawings. Transportation and installation of 
work can also be arranged if required.
